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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
Suites and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

2. Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Frederick (US 
2003/0198048 Al). 

Re claim 1 : Fredrick discloses a series-wired light string that operates on DC current having a 
plurality of light bulbs (Fig. 2); a plurality of light sockets, each light socket of said plurality of 
light sockets adapted to receive at least one light bulb of said plurality of light bulbs (Fig. 2), a 
plurality of voltage-responsive shunts (Paragraph 0034), a rectifier (34 in Fig. 5) for rectifying 
an AC supply voltage for DC operation of said series-wired light string. 
Re claims 2-3: Fredrick discloses that the rectifier is a bridge rectifier (paragraph 0041). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinal*) 1 skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall nol be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 
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4. Claim 4 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Fredrick as applied 
to claim 1 above, and further in view of Gibboney, Jr. (US 6,344,716 Bl). 
Re claim 4: Fredrick does not disclose the voltage-responsive shunt is a single Zener diode. 
However, Fredrick discloses a variety of different shunts are available, and Gibboney teaches a 
single Zener diode (col. 4, lines 13++) as a voltage responsive shunts. It would have been 
obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to substitute 
Fredrick's shunt with Gibboney's Zener diode because Zener diode is a known voltage- 
regulating device and the selection of the Zener diode would be within the level of ordinary skill 
in the art.
